A regular meeting of The American Numismatic Sooiety 
was held at the Society *@:dhigeum on Novernber isth, 1920, 
President Newoll presiding. <A summary of the minutes of 
the meeting of April 1lOth,.1920, was read and approved. 

On behalf of the Council, Mr. Newell reported informe= 
ally thet there had been regiiar meetings of the Council 
during the sumer months. hich of the diseussion had to 
ao with the matter which would be reported by the Committee 
on Publications, and thie was true also of the conferences 
held by the Governors.

Your Secretary's report since our last meeting 
must chronicle an unusual number of deaths among our 
membership. Despite this, however, the total is now 
621 = a small but steady Siarwhos of that reported at 
the beginning de the year. 

In the death of Samuel P. Avery, & member since 
1892, we have had removed from our circle a berefeator 
who-has been one of our most generous supporters. It 
was to his initiative that the Avery Fund of Ten Thou- 
sand Dollars for the purchase of coins and wedals was 
established. He offered to contribute $2,500 toward 
such a fund provided that the remainder could be raised, 
gnd later increased this contribution to a little more 
than Four oe Dollars in order to round oat the 
total. Hevas a contributor to our Building Bund; the 
donor of one of the new steel! cabinets which have proved 
s0 advantageous. Ami only within the past year, he con- 
tributed generously to the fund covering our increased 
expenses. ' Only a year ago our Curator reported = gift 
of a large number of medals and coins from Mr. Avery.

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The accesions to the cabinet since the beginning 
of the year are 
8486 coins and tokens 
157 medals and decorations 
7 pieces of paper money

The most notable accesion is the gift from Mr. 
Newell of the Valentine Collection of Oriental Copper 
Coins chiefly Indian, number 8,230 pieces. 


Other noteworthy donations have been a number of 
nice decorations from Mr. Gillingham, and a number of 
more decorations from Mr. Saltus. 


Mr. Powell is still showing his interest in our 
collection by adding nearly a hundred new pieces to 
the Napoleonic Collection which he presented to us 
last summer. 


Mr. Edward D. Adams has given us a number of medals 
by Rudolf Marshall, and our chief purchase has been a 
Small size Washington Indian Peace Medal dated 1792. 


The time of the Curator has been taken up of late 
in most diverse ways with cabinet, publications, ex- 
hibitions, &c. 


On May 5th will be the centenary of Napoleon's 
death, and a most complete exhibition of medals and

And while the 
plan and the support for it came from Mr. Huntington, is Bhould 
be borne inmind that it was with our Society more than with 
any other on the terrace that the £¢¢f6/déf/the exhibition 
was mostclosely allied. Our bu@lding was the headquarters for 
the administrative work Lf/LAP,ELLLON/AALK and the success of 
the whole was in no small measure due to the time and energy 
given to it by Mrs. Brett. It is therefore not surprising that 
the sculptors express their appreciation for the opportunities 
which the exhibition gave them, not alone to Mir.

REPORT OF THE CURATOR 


The following report covers the time since 
the Annual Meeting because of no meeting in the spring. 

On March 4th, the exhibition of United States 
Coins and medals was closed after having been on view 
since August 1922, The exhibition hall was then partiy 
stripped and partly masked for the medal display of the 
National Sculpture Society's exhibition, which lasted 
from April 12th to August lst. Mrs. Brett was in charge 
of the Sculpture exhibition with her headquarters in 
this building, therefore the Museum was excessively busy. 

From August the first, the Museum was closed 
to the public. Dismantling and shipping the sculpture 
exhibition; restoring our own cases, as well as installing 
the sixteen new swing cases, has occuppied the Curator's 
times 

A complete rearrangment of the decorations has 
been made and nearly 700 new pieces have been aided. 
Many of/these decorations are but temporarily placed in 
position as cards have not been printed as yet. ) Some 
additions have been made to the artistic medals in the 
Wall cases. The American section however, still needs 
to be re-arranged, but can not be done now as a number 


of new additions are expected shortly.

old custom of showing small groups of interesting coins 
has been re-established. This exhibition is as varied as 
possible. Three Cases are devoted to money scales and 
Coin weights. Odd shaped and unusual coins fill 12 cases, 
and @ case is devoted to ae coins» Reverting to 
the old idea,of displaying gifts, the more important re- 
cent accessions have been placed on exhibitions, 

In one of the center cases all the Victory medals 
of the Allies are shown, affording a most interesting study 


of each nation's interpretation of a Winged Victory as 


specified at the Peace Conference. 

A new idea has been introduced in the laying out 
of a representative selection of coins by centuries - in 
other words, a bird's eye view of coinage. The endeavor 
has been to show the development, changes, retrogressions, 
improvements, etc., both artistically and numismatically, 
the abundance and absence of gold and silver in the different 
periodse One can trace the beginning and oontinuance of 
coins, such as the penny or sterling, the ducat and the 
dollar. 

The Far Eastern coins as involving an entirely 
different system are shown in other cases. 

As suggested by the President at the Annual Meet- 
ing, Christmas-gifts-of-coins-and tiedals are béeing-cotrectets 
These.on exhibition are..the fivet._.ceceived. 
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In other cases, selections will be seen from the 
Collection of the late Rev. James B. Nies, which was bequeathed 
to the Society, and has been received only recently. This 
cabinet was especially strong in Egyptian glass weights of 
which there were over 400. The entire collection contains 
about 2,000 pieces. ——> 

Other notable additions during the year were 23 
Indian Peace Medals purchased by subscription, and a find of 
over 2,000 small bronze coins dug up in Thessaly, which be- 
long to the period of the migration of the German tribes and 
the break up of the Roman Empire. When this find has been 
carefully studied, doubtless some very interesting facts will 
be brought out. >

Yo the Officers and Members 
of The American Numismatic Society: 


Your Committee on Indian Peace Medals takes pleasure 
in reporting the accession of the Walter C. Wyman collection 
of twenty-one medals, several of which are of extreme rarity. 

For this we are indebted to the generosity of 47 of 
our members. 

The commonest Indian Peace Medals - that is original 
specimens which have been actually given to Indians and worn 
by them - now are eagerly sought after and when found command 
high prices, while those that can be called extra scarce are 
seldom obtainable. 

To take advantage of the opportunities that present 
themselves from time to time we should be in a position, 
financially, to acquire medals needed in the collection when 
such are available. 

Our Curator is now negotiating for one which we 
badly need, and it is to be hoped that he will secure it. 

I know of an other, a variety that is different 
from any that have come under my notice. I do not know 
whether it can be purchased or not, and the only way to find 
out is to make a cash offer for it, and then see what happens. 
Not having the cash I can not make the offer, so am simply

It will be apparent to everyone how well the new European countries 

are represented, such as Finland, Poland and Jugo-Slavia. It has 

been particularly gratifying to have secured so enthusiastic a ree- 
ponse from all countries participating. In the case of Finland, 
practically ita whole display has been presented to the Society by 

the artists or by those interested in that country. <A number of 

the Dutch medals have been given in the same way as have several of 
those jaune from Sweden. The Lithuanian artisi, Professor Petras 
Rimea, has made the request that the Society accept his plaque; and 

the President of the French Society, M. Henri DuBois, has presented 
six of his wedals. It should be mentioned thet several of the Foreign 
Governments have generougly lent their aid in assembiing the medals of 
their respective countries. The Italian display is an official exhi- 
bit; the Polish, Csecheo-Slovakian and Spanish (the last two mentioned 
have not yet arrived}? havs received Government’ encouragement, and the 
British exhibit fails in two sections - one sent by the Royal Society 
of British Scyiptors, and the other by the Royal Mint. ‘The Mint struck 
certain medals and bad gea especially for the cocasion and have pre- 
sented them to the Society. In all, sixteen countries will be re- 
presentec, and the number of medals on display will not be far short 
of one thousand pieces.

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Committee on Oriental Coins 


Oriental numiematics have been somewhat dormant in the activities 
of the Sceiety during the past year. There have been no important 
collections offered either here or abroad in the Mohammedan or In- 
dian series. There have been, however, several ordinary, and two 
or three high grade collections of Chinese coins offered. 

There seems to be an increasing interest in modern and the more 
spectacular coins among collectors, but, with but possibly two or 
three exceptions, there are no real students of Arabic. or Chinese 
numisma tics. 

In the Fall, Mr. Giuseppi Ros, of the Italian Embassy 44 Peking, 
was in New York for a number of weeks, and deposited at the Society 
on @ long-time loan his collection of Qhinese Republican Becorations, 
medele and badges. Unfortunately, no catalogue or information ac- 
companied the collection, and we are at a loss to know how to classify 
most cf thé pieces. . 

A representative dieplay has been placed on exhibition, in which 
are various grades of the Order of the Golden Grain or Crop, and the 
order of the Striped Tiger. The moat interesting decorations are those 
issued by the different military Governors and Generals,with their por- 
traits conspicuously displayed in the centre medallion. 

Along the ordinary and non-official badges and medals, the large 
number in enamel is noteworthy. , 

Of the Gioia hundred Oriental items added to the Cabinet, the most 
noteworthy is a block made of pieces of horn beautifully fitted together 
7 and engraved for use in printing 4 Chinese bank note. 3 Thie is a gift

In this sees har 
it might be worth repeating that the resources of ovr Library are 
at the disposal of any serious writer or studant, not only when 
it is rossible for them to come to our Library, but even if it is not 
possible for them te come, provided that the volume desired is not 
in constant use, or irreplacabie.

The Exhibition of Foreign Medaliic work by contemporary artists, which opened * 
on November 10, 1924, gnd which was to terminate about the end of that year, con- 
timed until April 20, 1925. After which, the Museum closed until September 8th, 
when the present exhibition was opened to the public. 
During the summer, the foreign medals were packed and returned to Europe. 
The present medal display was largely rearranged owing to the rany important ad- 
ditions resulting from the Foreign Medal Exhibition. The collection of Decora- 
tions in jie swing-cases has been considerably increased, and readjustmente were 
made necessary on account ef its growth and the resultant lack of space for the > 
display of certain of the series. This crowding will be temporarily remedied tg ; 
the métition of 91% new swings which age expected to be in place very shortly. | 
The eabinets in the coin room and on the balcony are fast becoming filled, _ 
and it will not be long before. they, too, will be overcrowded. In fact, all e- 4

Miller, 41 Decorations from Mr. Harrold Ee Gillingham, 73 Napoleonic 
coins and medals from Wr. William Re Powell, a set of decorations of 
the Order of the White Rose from the Government of Finland, 30 modern 
American medale from the Medallic Art Company, ae well as a vast nun- 
ber of other individual gifts. 

The most important single purchase was the medal of the Columbian 
Order (now the Tammany Society), bearing the date 1789.

The accessions to our Cabinet of Greek Coins, while few in number, 
include some very choice pieces. Mr. Hoyt Miller has presented to us 
fifty Greek silver coins, of which we may mention five staters of Boeotia, 

one rare tetradrachm of Gela, the type with the female figure placing a 
wreath on the river-bull's head, and four idcedvketinn of Syracuse of 
transitional style. Ure. Edward T. Newell has given us a fine hundred- 
litrae gold piece of Syracuse struck at the time of the Athenian expedi- 
tion to Sicily. Srom Nr. William B. Osgoed Field, we received two fine 
gold staters of Alexander the Great, on@, a rare piece from the ruin of 
Sidon. The iargest bia gift was that ef Mr. Folia M. Warburg, who 
presented us with sixty Greek silver coins, including specimens of Coins 
of Selims, Agrigentum, Himera, Gela, Leontini, Syracuse, @tc., three Creak 
gold coins, one a stater of Priiip if, aaadion, a gmali gold piece of Philip 
III, and last, out of the most importance, artistically, a nundred-litrae 
piece of Syracuse, bearingthe sign@ture of the artist, Ruainctos. From this 
game donor, came also two Carthaginian electrum coins, one silver and nine 
gold Bygantine coins. : 

Two very important piteettine of ancient coins were sold in June, 1925, 
by Naville and Co., of Geneva, represented by Catalogues X and XI. The 
fomer contained the most complete series of Seleucid coins ever gold and a 
remarkable collection of Roman aes graves. The latter, Catulogue XI, com 

tained the important collection of Roman and Byzantine coins formed by 
FB. Ce. Levis, Esq., which was very complete,ard notable for the number of 
medallions, fold and Sema. A third important sale was that of the col- 


lection of Col. Allotte de la Fufe, Greek, Roman and Byzantine, which 
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comprised a splendid series of the coins of Syria, Judaea, d 


Parthia and Persia.

Perhaps the outstanding note in this meeting will be the Treasurer's 
Teporte It so often has ben a note of sadness in the past that I 
am particularly sorry that a sudden indisposition is keeping our . 
Treasurer away from us today. I know that he was looking forward 
to this m-eting with a justifiably complacent pleasure as he contem- . 
plated what he as about to. tell vot. I will not be stealing any of 
the thundsr from his report when I whisper to you that we are actually 
Closing 1925, not only without the usual deficit but with a slight 
‘pelance ! Like Job's comfortors,however, I hasten to adi a jarring . 


our complacency become too great. We cannot yet afford to sit back 
and fold our hands. What our Treasurer has achieved has.bsen accom- : 
plished only be hard and persistent- I should perhaps say persuasive - : 
later on his part, backed to the limit by the loyal and generous 4 
support of so many of our members. This gives us every encouragement 
for the naw Year= but we are not out of the woods yet- not by any 
meanse We will still lack sufficient income completely to take 
care of ee parest needs- let alone any possible increase to our 4 
activities. We still remain in urgent need of an increase of at 


least a hundred thousand dollars to our endowment Fund. Until that 


has been secured I am afraid we will have to posrpone all immediate 
thought of the additional duilding ( as outlined in my last annual 
address ) which we so urgently needs The tentative plans of which 
I spoke at that time could not, for several reasons, be worked out 
in 1925. But let us not despair- we have so jac to be grateful 
for in the year just past. In thanking our Treasurer for shat he 
has accomplished let us also not forget those generous and loyal —_ 
members who helped to make his report so attractive. 

I would also like to express, however inadequately our deep 
gratitude for the unexpected andi generous bequest left to the a. 
Society by our member the late Mrs. Arabella D. Huntington. The 7 
income from this bequest will materially lighten our burden for | 
the years to come 

I am going to dwell on only one more subject-but one that 
has always lain nearest my heart- namely, the building up of the a 


Soolety's collections. Here we have a very great mission. 
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Whatever may be said to the contrary, a well rounded out collection, 
after all, constitutes the only basis for any real advance in the 
science of numismatics,. The Society’ collections should be made 
such that they would be of use to every possible type of collector 
or student- be he interested in Decorations or paper money, in 
Colonial cents, in South American dollars,or in the gold coins of 
Siame Wow this is a subject on which I have spoken long and often, 
and and over which I will ever wax enthusiastic. At present there 
is no public coliection in all the Western Hemisphere which can 
begin to lay claim to the world wide usefulness enjoyed by some of 
the ereat collections of Purope. This is a great pity. Our 
American students and collectors, while perhaps not so numerous, are 
just as keen and just as able as those in Furope- but they labor 
under an undeserved disadvantage. They are dependant upon private 
Collections seattered hither and yon throughout this great country, 
or upon the kindness ( which I will say seems never failing ) of 
the foreign meson directors for casts or photographs frequently : 
60 ait eENGbory in inadequate. Failing this they must pack up 
their grips and go abroad. This last alternative is not an umnixzed 
sorrow to many of us- but still it has its disadvantages; at dest 
it is both expensive and destructive of valuable time. How the 
collectors of "ngland ,of France, of Germany, of many another 
=e country are to be-envied t They, by going a few diocks 
ora bok divi may find in the trays of their several national 
 gollections just the piece they needei to see and to handle to 

. . ioe: ( Be gatevance to modify ) some pet theory which they had 
_— r ng but had lacked the means of proving. How 
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very desirable if such a collection as I have in mind could be 
formed right here in New York, a city which all will admit is 
fairly accessible even if its other demerits loom large in the 
eyes of our brethren from Foston, Philadelphia or points further 
west. Here, with all its attendant facilities, is the place for 
the great cellection of the Vestern Hemisphere. : 

Now the American. Buntienatio Society already possesses the 
folicwing advantages: it has a building of its own and room for 
additional expansion , it has an organisation capable of indefinite 
expansion, and last but not least it already has more than the rudi- 
ments of such a collection as I have outlined. In these respects 
it is ahead of any other institution in all the Americas. Put 


even so our collections are still very far from being as complete 


as they should be. In certain branches, such as the Colonial 
series,the pioneer gold, the mediseyal coinage of Europe and many 
others they are etill lamentably weak. The Society, however, has” 
an enviable start. It is up to us now to grasp the rapidly a 
vanishing opportunity of pushing on while yet there is time. For 
it 38 only a question of time when the many active, progressive, 
and richly endowed institutions, particularly of the West and _ 
Middle West, will awake to the vital importance of possessing as 
large and comprehensive a collecticn of coins as possible. ven 
Our own government may some day awake and provide the means for 
making the national colleetion in Washington what it should be. 
You may imagine what competition there will be then { It is 
Obviously the greatest wisdom for us to seize the present orsortune 
ity while we are stil] practically alone in the act and Pond pl ; 


our collsetion beyond competition.. Tn a short while the situation 
is bound to become well nigh hopeless even with the expenditure of 
immense sums of money. 

At present our institution, still dependant upon an insufficient 
endownent or upon the generosity of its members, ean hardly hope to 
accomplieh much in a large way at once. But in a emall way, with 
energy and foresight, it cam do wonders, as witness the present 
status of our collection of Indian Pendé Medals. This is only one 
smail field to be preeminent in, many other field equally close at 
home and equally important, still remain in a most unsatisfactory 
state. Let us now commence to cultivate some of these . 

This year cnt ee inter’ memorable by the fact that one cf 
our prominent members,one who obviously has the future of out Séeisty 
at heart, has informed us that his splendid and very comprehensive 
collection ( covering a certain large portion of the globe ) will 
eventually come to us. While respecting his desire for anonymity 
for the present we can however unite in expressing the deep gratitude 
of the Society for his loyalty and foresight. It is in this way, 
by the acquisition of speciulized eolleections, that the Society's 
cabinet as ‘ whole can take its rightful place. There is hope 
that his enlightened attitude will be adopted by many others. 

3 &4 very helpful and most encouraging activity has of late been 
displayed by certain others of our members. Individuals have 
taken upon themselves a special interest in certain branches of the 
Society's coliection. Thus either by generous gifts or by continual 


sis @ampaigning and solicitation our Indian Peace Medals, our Decorations, 
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our Oriental coins have grown to be extremely important assemblages, 
important not only here but among collections of the world. May 

we not hope that other specialized fields- of the Colonial, of the 
Pioneer gold, of the subsidiary Mints, fields in which we are partic- 
ularly weak- may we not hope, I say, that these too will soon find 
their good angels and sponsors ? 

While acquisitions in 1925 may not have equalled in number the 
average of other years,in quality they prove to be in the first rank. 
The Society will ever be grateful to those members who have this year 
added so generously and so splendidly to < series of Foreign Medals, 
Decorations, Indian Peace Medais, German War token money, Ancient 
Greek coins and certain other groups. Altogether it has been a most 
successful year 1926 will rave to look well to ite laurele. 

In closing, on behalf of the Society, I would like to thank 
my feliow officers and the members of the <ectinh committees for 
their loyal and unremitting efforts, the sum of which have made 


possible so successful a year. 
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Report of the Committee for the Award of the Huntington Medal 
ae nee ernen en nnn nnn Etnnnenaennemmaemenenmesnenamnenmnennnenmenenen nena 


The Archer Me Huntington Medal, which is presented in recognition of 
literary and other contributions te the science of nuniematics, has been 
awarded this year as the Eighth Annual Award to George Macdonald, Esq., 

CeoBe, MeAe, LL-D.-, FoBeA-, of Edinburgh, Scotiand. 

Dr. Macdonald is one ef the outstanding figures among Greek numisma- 
tists, being widely known through his great Catalogue of the Greek Coins 
in the Hunterian Coliettion, University of Glasgow, of which Cabinet Dr. 
Macdonald has been for many years the Honorary Curator. This Catalogue, 
iseved in three large quarte volumes with 102 plates, is remarkable for 
its compass and length sionee Volume III contains 800 pages in all, coin 
descriptions and cizberate indices; and the first two @olumes are only slight- 
dy smaller. ‘he three volumes were published during the period 1899-1905, 
and the finished work is deseribed in the athor's preface to VoleiII as repre- ° 
senting twelve years ef strerucus leisure. The cht is a model of numis- 
matic excellence and ie the.nost useful single work of reference of its kind 
that exists, covering, av it does, the whole field of Greek numismatics. More- 
over, bare, forml descriptions cf cvoins do rot form the whole content of the 
Catalogue. Each group and gubpgroup is preceded by explanatory matter to in- 
_troduce and elucidate the eubject, while frequent comment on the problems and 
details renders the work a most satisfactory adjunct to Head's treatise. 

Dr. Vacdonald is also the author of another distinguished contribution 
to Greek numismatics, which is of the same broad and enduring character as the 


work just described, namely his “Cogn Types: their Origin and Development", 
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published in 1905. This volume is a series of lectures addressed to a 
general, cultivated audience, Written in a lucid and delightful style 
accompanied by ten excellent plates, hese lectures review pre-existing 
theories of the origin and meaning of ancient coin types, and present, 
for the first time, a consistent logical exposition of their evolution 
and development from earliest times down to, and including, the Bysan- 
tine perieé. | : 

Besides these twe ajcr contributions to numismatics, Dr. Maec- 
donald has given ue several important articles, amorg which we may men- 
tion his *smphore. letters on Coins of Athens in the Numiematic Chronicle, 
his two papers on Early Seleucid Portraits in the Jounnal of Hellenic 
teddies and hiv interesting paper on Fixed and Loose Biss in Ancient 
Coinage in the Cor@iija “Nusismatica. 

‘Dre Macdonald's work calls forth our admiration, net only for 
the bread and deep knowledge evidenced therein, but alse for the succinct 
and charming literary style with which he presents itis great estore of facts 
and hie discussion of thom. 

The ineghenn Numismatic Society feels honored to add the name 


of Dre George Macdonald to the roeter of recipients of the Huntington Medal. 
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
